The Flood ts Followed by Serious Con!!a- 
grations Which do Much Damsge.

Hardly hadthe waters of the Columbia 
Favie, leciilewaet and other rivers in 
thie section subsided when the smoke 
acoending mn the air bespoke the presence 
of foreign fires, For day> the snioke hung 
shroading everything and growing denser 
lay by dav. Inthe early part cf the 
weer the flame: began in the Fagle Pass 
to be seen from the town, and danger 
vec apprehended in the ne‘ghborhood 
of Gnfin Lake. It was not enough, hoy 
ever. to delay the tratic on the C. P. R. 
line and soon spread away up te hilis 
to the north. 

Word came from Albert Canyon that 
the fre had assumed jarge proportions, 
endangering Albert Canyon station 
buildinga and hotel. Owing to the her- 
culean efforteof the C. P. R. hande and 
the residents, the hones were saved, but 
the vegetables, and other improvements 
at this station, were al! destroyed. 

A great wind brought the fire down the 
passfrom the Albert Canyon, and it 
struck Twin Butte with great velocity. 
It hcked up the office and section men’s 
houses like winkixg, giving the men only 
time enough to get ont with what they 
stocd in. D. Alton, bridge foreman, had 
tostart hie work cars from Twin Butte 
to escape from the fire, and run to Greely 
Creek. A train left Revelstoke with tank 
cars atll p.m. the other night to fight 
the fire, but could not get farther than 
Greely Creek, as the fre had burned out 
tive small bridges. on the track between 
the 5 mile board (six miles east of Revel- 
stoke) and Aibert Canyon. 

Another scare was had wher it was 
learned that the snow sheds near Clan- 
William were in danger, but it was not 
nearly ae bad as reported. The same in- 
telligence came again next day, and this 
time it was more correct. Three flat cars 
filled with men left Revelstcke about ‘ 
o'clock to check the fire and under the 
supervision cf R. Maypole, superinten- 
dent, succeeded in saving the sheds, only 

about $150 worth of damage being done 
altogether. 

In view of the great amount of loss to 
timber and improvements done by these 

| fires, which are in the railway belt and 
| under Dominion care it wouid not be a 
| bad idea for the government to appoint 
| forest rangers or conservatorsto take the 
whole thing im hand. The forest (though 
) some of the timber adjacentto the main 
line is better burnt then standing) is a

tion is at present being made for a char- 
terfrom the Dominion government and 
the govornment of British Columbia. 

This company isto be known as the 
Vancouver, Victoria « Eastern railway 
and Navigation company, and the line 
starts from thecity of Vauconveron Bui- 
rard Inlet, then across the municipality 
of South Vancouver, Richmond, Delta, 
Surrey, Langley, Matsqui, Sumas aud 
Chilliwack. thence across the firat moun- 
tain range by a pass lately discovered, 
thence across Nicola valley, Okanagan 
vallev. Through the Boundary Creek 
and Kettle River country, into the great 
mining districtof Kootenay: with power 
to extend across the continent to some 
point on the Atlantic seaboard, with 
branches to New Westminster, Victoria 
and Nanaime. 

The road will pass throngh the lower 
Fraser valley, with bridges across the 
north and south branches of the Fraser 
river, where two-thirds of the greatest 
canning industries of British Columbia 
are located, employing thousands of men 
and creating one of the greatest trades on 
the Pacific coast. This trade is carried 
on at present by the thirteen stage 
coaches running from Vancouver daily 
and aleo by teams and steamboats from 
the cities of Vancouver, Victoria and 
New Westminster. Crossing the south 
prauch of the Fraser river, the road 
passes through about one hundred miles 
ofa well settled and rich agricultural 
country before the first mountain range 
ig reached, This country has no railway 
communicetion et present with either 
the coast cities or the great mining re 
gion of B-itish Columbia. Afver cross- 
ing the first mountain range tne une

OR. JAMESON FOUND GUILTY. 


He is Senteuced to 15 Months Imprison- 
ment Without Labor. 


The triai of Dr. Jameson and associates 
was resumed the other day in London. 
The court was packed with peopie in an- 
ticipation of the conclusion of the cele- 
brated case. Lord Rusze!] Killowen, chief 
justice, in summing up was distinctly 
nostile to the defendants. He began by 
pointing out that none of the essential 
facts in the caze agains! the prisoners had 
been contested and there was no donbt 
as to their having taken part in or abetred 
proceedings at Titsani and Mafeking, 
where the invadiug forces mustered pre- 
paratory to entering the Transvaal. It 
was entirely unimportant, in the opinion 
of Lord Russell, whether the foreign en- 
listment act wasin force. There was no 
doubt he said, that the expedition was of 
military character, and whether it was 
aimed to overthrow the ransvaai goy- 
ernmentor force a change in the laws of 
the republic in the interests of others it 
was equally an expedition against a 
friend!y state. 

The jury retired at 450 p.m. When 
the jury returned the foreman announced 
that all defendants had been found guilty 
of the charge of violating the foreign en- 
listment acz.

The Genera! Electric Co.. of Schenec- 
tady, recently closed contracta with the 
Cataract Construction Co., of, Niagara 
Falls, the Buffalo: Power and Conduit 
Co., and the Ba‘falo Street C>., cov:ring 
all the apparatus and machinery neces: 
sarv for the tranemisecion, transforma- 
tion, and delivery of one hundred horse. 
power to each of the lines of the Bu:falo 
Street Railway Co., te be used in operat- 
ing its cars. The contracts cover three 
transformers which will be the largest 
built. These will change the 2,220 volt 
alternating current generated by the 
dynamos in the Niagara power house, to 
10 COO or 20,000 volts as desired. At 
either of these voltages it will be trane- 
mitted to Buffalo. These are the first 
contracts covering the actual transmission 
of power to Buffalo. The contracts re- 
quire that the line sha'!l be in operation 
by November 4 next. The pole line wi!! 
be erected by the White Crosby Co., of 
New York, and will consist of three 
wires, six-tenths ofan inch in diameter, 
with @ carrying power of 50 horse 
power. When necessary the wire capa- 
city can be increased s9 as to carry as 
high ae 40,000) horsepower. The three 
phase system will be used.
